This excess 
amounts to only 7.7 per cent. of the | 
total production, which could hardly 
be called an appreciable over-pro- 
duction, when it is considered that 
there are 43,978 passenger car deal- 
ers in the United States. 

This means that, if the surplus 
cars were evenly distributed, each 
dealer would have had only eight 
cars, which could not be consid- 
ered an oversupply. This does not 
mean, however, that the dealers’ 
stoc ks averaged only eight cars at 
the close of the year, for the re- 
tailers entered the year with 
stocks on hand. These stocks, at 
the beginning of 1929, were sub-

HEARS DARNELL 


Describes Variable Suc- 
tion Device for 
Lubrication 


YLEVELAND, March  11.—An 
automobile lubrication system 
employing a variable suction level 
device in the crank case was de- 
scribed by R. C. Darnell, chief en- 
gineer of the Taylor Brothers 
Manufacturing Company, in 
an address before members of 
the Cleveland section of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers 
last night. By means of slides 
and motion pictures he illustrated 
what it has accomplished. 


The engineer pointed out that 72 | 


per cent. of the complaints levied 
against automotive vehicles as a 
whole are directly traceable to lubri- 
cation in some one of its many 
forms, and that 65 per cent. can 
be credited to engine lubrication. 

General difficulties he listed as 
circulation of grit and metallic 
sediment, circulation of accumu- 
lated water, frozen su¢tion in win- 
ter, lack of continuity of circulation 
at low temperatures, and lack of 
pressure when starting. 

Then he told of the efforts made 
to remedy these conditions, the use 
of dry sump with temperature con- 
trol, top-oilers and oil filters. He 
expressed belief that design of oil 
pans could be altered to control to 
some extent the circulation of grit

S never before the automobile manufacturers are work- 
A ing this year with the position of their dealers as the 
matter of first importance in their minds. Instead of press- 
ing production as they did last year, the factories are deliber- 
ately holding back and permitting demand to regulate

ae This is admirable, but a survey just completed by Auto- 
motive Daily News shows that some dealers have lost sight 
of the fact that they must accept a share of responsibility 
in the situation. These dealers apparently have lost sight 
of the fact that “the hounds of spring are on winter’s traces.” 
With the biggest buying period of the year just a step ahead, 
many dealers have failed to place orders commensurate even 
with a conservative estimate of what they will need in April. 
In other words, instead of the factories stuffing the dealers 
with more cars than they can economically dispose of the 
dealers are holding back on orders beyond wise limits. 

Any man capable of holding down a dealership ought 
to know that he cannot place an order for a full complement 
of cars for April delivery on the thirtieth of March and have 
the factory fill it. Any factory has got to have a reasonable 
time in which to produce. 

There is no tendency among automotive manufacturers 
this year to ask dealers to make burdensome commitments. 
The manufacturing side of the industry is anxious to see 
the dealer division make money. In other words it has no 
intention of setting up a production rate that will make the 
dealers “trade their heads off to get out from under.” 

It is perfectly evident that in some quarters automobile 
retail merchants are still scared. They remember the stock 
smash and the ensuing flat period. They have not yet per- 
suaded themselves that the cyclone is over and that buying 
is going to revive with the arrival of warmer weather. They 
may just as well make up their minds now. Buying is going 
to start this spring exactly as it always does. 
may be a small per cent. under the number who arrived at| 
the show rooms last spring, but they are coming just as in-| 
evitably as warmer weather is coming. It will almost cer-' 
tainly be a fact that the conservative dealer will make more 
money from fewer sales this spring than he made from his| 
1929 volume. But the way to make the money is certainly 
not by holding off ordering on a sane and reasonable basis. 

The factories are doing their best. Wake up, dealers, 
and give them the support they need in the shape of con- 
servative and sensible commitments for the cars you are 
going to need next month! You can’t order them after the 
contracts are signed. If you can’t make immediate de- 
livery on all models, you are going to lose a lot of sales.
